What did the swallows lear n In Geneva? 

A party atmosphere and potential security risks prompted a CIA inquiry 


During John Tower’s 
tenure in Geneva as a 
senior American arms 
negotiator in 1985 and 
1986, federal officials 
were sufficiently wor- 
ried that his social activi- 
ties, and those of other delegates, present- 
ed major risks to the security of the United 
States that they launched a full-scale in- 
v^tigation, according to sources familiar 
with the government inquiry. So con- 
cerned were the officials about possible 
security breaches within the arms-coritrol 
delegation that they enlisted the aid of the 
Central Intelligence Agency. The biggest 
worry was that some women who dated 
members of the U.S. delegation were op- 
eratives for hostile intelligence services, 
but no hard evidence has ever surfaced 
linking any of them to Tower. 

The findings of the Geneva investiga- 
tion, though inconclusive, are now being 
reviewed by the Senate Armed Services 
Committee. It has delayed a confirma- 
tion vote on Tower, President Bush’s 
Defense Secretary-designate, for at least 
another week. The committee is await- 
ing the results of an FBI investigation 
into financial matters involving a Tower 
aide, and committee Chairman Sam 
Nunn (D-Ga.) has said he is concerned 
about whether Tower may have a drink- 
ing problem, Nunn has cautioned that 
rumop and allegations about Tower’s 
time in Geneva have not been corrobo- 
rated and that there is no known evi- 
dence that Tower was involved in any 
security breaches. Allegations about 
some delegates’ loose social life in Gene- 
va, which prompted the security investi- 
gation, had been known. It had not pre- 
viously been disclosed, however/that the 
conduct of some U.S. officials in Geneva 
had created such concern as to warrant 
an investigation by the CIA, Bush has 
said he continues to support Tower, and 
spokesmen say that Tower did nothing 
in Geneva to justify concerns that he 
was a security risk. 

Spy heaven. There are indications, 
however, that security was a serious 
problem for the U.S. delegation. Geneva 
is regarded as one of the most actjve 
intelligence-gathering areas in the world. 
And using female agents, known as 
‘‘swallows,” to entrap officials is a famil- 
iar, and often successful, Soviet espionage 
technique. “The investigators were able 
to determine that there were KGB swal- 
lows working the [U.S.] delegation,” says 
an American official familiar with the 

U.S.NEWS & WORLD REPORT, Feb. 20. 1989 


inquiry , adding that some of the delegates 
made little effort to avoid them. 

According to government records ob- 
tained by US, News, security officials 
were concerned about “upgraded infil- 
tration efforts by the Soviets” in Geneva. 
Sources say investigators became suspi- 
cious of KGB penetration after learning 
that some delegates’ female companions 
frequently traveled to Soviet-bloc coun- 
tries. The officials investigated and es- 
tablished that some of the women were 
indeed intelligence agents. 

The records of the investigation, 
which was conducted by officials of the 
CIA, the Defense Department and the 
U.S. Arms Control and Disarmament 
Agency and headed by an ACDA secu- 


“well-known” beer bash at the Pickwick, 
an English-style pub two blocks from the 
delegation’s headquarters, “where cer- 
tain delegation members and support 
personnel got smashed with the Ma- 
rines.” Some of the party, activities “were 
so disgusting,” the employe is quoted as 
saying, that “certain people drank from a 
delegation member’s shoe and several 
delegation personnel became very sick" 
from drinking too much.” The employe 
added that “as a whole, there was too 
much alcohol in [an] official capacity.” 
Soviet bar tabs. The security investiga- 
tion discovered evidence of other poten- 
tial problems, including sloppy handling 
of top-secret documents by delegation 
personnel, but the chief concerns seem

was very lax.’* Contacted at his current 
posting, in the Ivoiy Coast, Indahl re- 
fused to discuss the inquiry. 

The records, many of which are based 
on uncorroborated statements of U.S. 
employes, detail “14 extramarital rela- 
tionships” within the U.S. delegation, 
some with foreign-national females. In- 
vestigators also discovered that delega- 
tion members frequently visited the Pick- 
wick Pub and Jimmy’s Bar, “both known 
KGB hangouts,” according to the docu- 
ments. One employe, whose identity is 
not disclosed in the records, described a 


to have centered on risks posed by dele- 
gates* social activities. Investigators were 
told of a number of incidents of Soviets 
“hitting hard” on U.S. delegation secre- 
taries at Jimmy’s, a basement nightclub 
in the lake-front Noga Hilton Hotel. 
And while visiting the Pickwick, the in- 
vestigators were approached by a Soviet 
“who bought 10 beers for them” when 
an agent mentioned that he was connect- 
ed with the U.S. delegation. Although 
these approaches were often clumsy and 
obvious, the investigative records con- 
clude, “they were a constant.” ■

Once again the interviewing agent advised that the call 
was made to determine whether he had indeed contacted a Senator, 
or anybody in the Senate Armed Services Committee, under the 
premise of wanting to make them privy to the information that he 
had previously provided to the FBI, absent his identity. He was 
told that the only way this information, including his identity, 
could be made privy to the Senate Armed Services Committee 
Chairman and the Chief Minority Leader, would be if he .

She advised that she did have information, of a 
personal nature, regarding TOWER.

WF T-18 went on to characterize the appointee as "a 
slime ball, a cretin and cheap."

He has never heard of an incident of TOWER taking a 
congressional staff member home and attacking her. He has 
no other personal knowledge of womanizing by TOWER, nor does he 
have any personal knowledge of excessive drinking by him. 
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After being advised of the identities of the

He recalls his introduction to the ap pointee as having 
been in the early 1980 * s J the Senate Armed 

Services Com mittee. For 15 months, from February 1, 19 85 until 
April, 1986, during the 

Strategic Arms Limitation Talks (START) . 


He characterized the appointee as "a superb 
negotiator", commenting that the appointee was "very much up to 
speed on the substance of the talk's details". He believes the 
appointee to be a "smart politician" as well as a "smart one-on- 
one negotiator", additionally characterizing the appointee as " 
very professional, a quick study." When asked to comment on the 
appointee's reputation during the START negotiations, he advised 
that the appointee was "universally well respected, admired." 


When asked as to whether he was aware of any work- 
related problems experienced by the appointee, he mentioned that 
there were occasionally minor disagreements between negotiating 
groups, centered around how to put the best foot forward during 
the negotiations, mentioning that these matters were always 
resolved in a timely fashion and that they were not personal in 
nature . 


He recommends the appointee with respect to his 
character, loyalty, and associates. 

He believes the appointee to be emotionally stable and 
is unaware of any mental incapacities suffered by the appointee, 
to include depression. 
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When asked as to whether he believed the appointee to 
be also financially stable, he responded that it is his 
understanding that the appointee's net worth upon leaving the 
Senate was about $60,000, plus his Senate retirement, going on to 
mention that he believes the appointee to live within his 
financial means. 

He has never known the appointee to abuse alcohol or 
prescription drugs. He commented that he has traveled 
extensively with the appointee, to Europe as well as around this 
country, and not once has he ever seen the appointee drunk, known 
him to drink to excess, or to slur his speech. He characterized 
white wine as the appointee's "drink of choice", mentioning that 
the appointee would have one or two glasses with a meal. He has 
never known the appointee to use or sell drugs of abuse. 

He is unaware of any foreign contacts of the appointee 
which would be considered unusual in any kind of a national 
security sense, characterizing all of the appointee's contacts, 
to his knowledge, with the Soviet Delegation at START to be 
professional in nature. 

He knows of no radical or adverse political association 
on the appointee's part and believes the appointee would have no 
problem continuing to deal effectively with sensitive 
information.

He mentioned that there had been "wild poker parties" 
allegations in the media regarding the leisure time activities at 
the Geneva Accords, mentioning that he personally remembers only 
two times in which there were poker games and that these were 
"more of a social occasion" than anything else. He noted that 
Geneva was a "pretty stressful environment (requiring) long 
hours, (in a) fish bowl environment" advising that "pressure like 
a steam cooker would build". He related that the poker games 
relieved much of that stress and that they were of the "nickel, 
dime, quarter" variety. He noted that the counting of the cards 
was a mental exercise for the appointee and that he was "very 
much more sober than any one else at the game."

I had no knowledge of the appointee's financial 
dealings.^ He said that he used the appointee as a job reference 
on approximately ten occasions since 1964. His last contact with 
the appointee was approximately 1979. In all of his dealings 
with the appointee, the appointee always behaved in a controlled 
and gentlemanly fashion. 
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Both individuals were advised of the identity of the interviewing 
Agent and of the fact that the Federal Bureau of Investigation is 
conducting a background investigation of former Senator JOHN G. 
TOWER. 
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JOHN G. TOWER was advised of the identity of the 
interviewing agents and of the fact that the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation had questions to ask in connection with the 
background investigation being conducted by the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation of TOWER. 

At the outset of the interview, TOWER furnished the 
interviewing agents with one copy each of three letters dated May 
27 , 1986, May 28, 1987, and May 16, 1988. Each letter is on the 
stationery of British Aerospace, Incorporated. In addition, 

TOWER provided one copy of a letter from TOWER to the President 
of British Aerospace, Incorporated dated December 16, 1988. 

TOWER advised that these are copies of his agreement with British 
Aerospace, Incorporated and a copy of his resignation from any 
relationship he may have had with that company. 

TOWER was asked to explain his relationship with a 
company known as Micronics, and to state any payments, stock 
options, or fees which he may have received from them. TOWER 
advised that he has made a number of public presentations for 
this company on the subject of computer security. He explained 
that Micronics is a young, Texas based company which makes a 
product involving the security of smaller computers. He advised 
that he made a speech approximately four or five times to a 
gathering of potential customers for this company. In each case, 
he spoke from a script provided by the company, and spoke about 
the need for computer security in general, the need for computer 
security which could be fulfilled by the product made by 
Micronics in particular, and gave examples of what can happen 
when a company does not have proper security on his computer. 
TOWER stated that he was not working for this company 
particularly for the money, since he took a very low payment for 
each speech, about $1,000 each. He noted that he asks and 
receives $10,000 for making a speech at a college. However, 
since this was a young Texas company, he agreed to take $1,000 
for each speech and also received an option to purchase 5,000

TOWER was advised that an allegation had been made 
that SANDOVAL, as head of the Smal l Business Administration, had 
arranged for a loan to | [in the am ount of $350,000.

$250,000 to tower's election campaign. TOWER advised that,he has 
absolutely no kn owledge of th e Small Business Administration 
making a loan to l and does not know anything about 

( having made a $250,000 loan to his election campaign. 

TOWER stated that it would be highly unusual for his campaign to 
have borrowed money from an individual. . He advised that if the 
campaign needed money, it would borrow the money through a 
commercial bank against future contributions to be received by 
the campaign. In other instances, the loan from the bank would 
be underwritten by wealthy campaign contributors. But in either 
case, the loan would be from a bank, rather than from the 
individuals. Having become aware of this a llegation prior to 
this interview. y owER called who forme rly worked as 

f or TOWER' S 1972 election campaign. | | 

advised TOWER th at I [ does not recall any loan in the amount 

of $250,000 f rom | | TOWER stated that he, TOWER, cannot 

provide any additional information concerning this allegation. 


TOWER was advised that an allegation had been made that 
a group known as the Independent Oil Producers and Drillers 
Association, Wichita Falls, Texas made a contribution to TOWER'S 
election campaign in the amount of $15,000 during 1972. TOWER 
advised that he has never heard of an organization known as the 
Independent Oil Producers and Drillers Associations. He 
speculated that the group in question is probably the Texas 
Independent Producers and Royalty Owner's, a trade organization 
of independent operators. He described this as a perfectly 


f ^ - 
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legitimate organization, one which has been in business for many 
years. TOWER advised that he does not specifically recall any 
contributions made by TIPRO. Any contributions given to the re- 
election campaign would have been accepted by the finance 
committee of that campaign. TOWER believes that it is and and 
was the responsibility of that finance committee to judge the 
legality of any contributions which it accepts. TOWER stated 
that, over the many years he has run election campaigns, he has 
always stayed away from handling contributions and campaign 
financing, leavirig that res’pbnsibility to the finance group. He 
explained that, in the early days, the group handling such 
matters would have been a finance committee within the election 
campaign. In recent years, however, such matters would have been 
handled by a' private organization which has as its business the 
raising of campaign finances for a committee. In addition, TOWER 
stated that he believes that, at the time the alleged donation 
was said to have been made, it would have been perfectly proper 
for a trade association to give any amount of money to a 
campaign, just as a political action committee could have given 
any amount of money in those days. In any case whatsoever, TOWER 
does not recall any information concerning a contribution from 
either the Independent Oil Producers and Drillers Association or 
even the Texas Independent Producers and Royalty Owners. 

TOWER was advised that an allegation had been made 
concerning Southern Airways of Texas, a company which had a 
contract for flight training at Fort Walters, Texas during 1972. 
The allegation states that employees of this organization were 
required to have $100 or $150 deducted from their pay and that 
the money was donated to TOWER for his 1972 election campaign. 
TOWER advised that he has absolutely no information about this 
matter. He stated that, if such a thing happened, it may have 
been done by the local finance committee for his election 
campaign but was done without his knowledge or his permission. 

He referred to his previous comments concerning the fact that 
financing a campaign was handled by the finance committee and was 
not handled by TOWER himself. He stated that his only 
relationship to campaign financing would have been to attend and 
give speeches at campaign dinners and fundraisers. Had someone 
tried to come up to TOWER and hand him some money, he would, 
without any doubt, have referred that individual to a member of 
the campaign finance committee. He explained that these were his 
procedures, but repeated that he has absolutely no information 
concerning this allegation.

TOWER advised there is 
absolutely no truth to the accusation that he was thrown out of 
his house, and there is no truth to the accusation that he kept a 
mistress in Geneva, Switzerland. TOWER advised that, to 
understand what happened in Geneva during February, 1986, it is 
necessary to have some background concerning the relationship 
with he and Mrs. TOWER.
